All Sovereignty 


PARIS LB — The three Western 
powers and the Bonn Republic to­ 
day reached complete agreement 
on steps to end the allied occupa­ 
tion of West Germany and restore 
virtually all sovereignty to the 
West Germans. 
The foreign ministers of t h e 
United States, Britain and France 
took the action this afternoon in 
a brief session with West Germap 
Chancellor-Foreign Minister Kon­ 
rad Adenauer. 
Finishing Touches 
The four statesmen put tho fin­ 
ishing touches on 
a 
series 
of 
lengthy, detailed documents which 
are to replace the two-year-old 
Treaty of Bonn, never completely 
ratified. 
These documents set forth t h e 
conditions under which the West 
Germans will recover sovereignty 
after almost a decade of occupa­ 
tion. 
These documents, along with a 
series of annexes covering West 
Germany’s future relations with’ 
the West and the status of allied 
armed forces in West Germany, 
are to be signed in a formal ses­ 
sion Saturday afternoon in t h e 
French Foreign Ministry. 
Today’s action cleared the way 
for West Germany’s incorporation 
into a seven-power West European 
union and membership in t h e 
North Atlantic Treaty Organization 
(NATO). 
Treaties embodying these steps 
are to be signed Saturday after­ 
noon at the same time, pending 
successful conclusion of additional 
talks to be held here. 
The three Western powers re­ 
tained a few strings on West Ger­ 
man sovereignty to enable them 
to negotiate with the Soviet Union 
on German reunification and on a 
peace treaty for a reunited Ger­ 
many. 
Tney also kept the right to re­ 
sume the occupation in case of 
emergency and power to cope with 
the special situation in Berlin. 
Following this brief session West 
German Chancellor Konrad Aden 
auer and U. S. Secretary of State 
Dulles. British Foreign Secretary 
Sir Anthony Eden and French Pre­ 
mier Foreign Minister Pierre Men- 
des-France went into session with 
ministers representing 
Belgium, 
T h e Netherlands, 
Luxembourg, 
Italy and Canada to study the pro­ 
jected “Western European Union.’* 
This union, embracing a revised 
and reinforced Brussels alliance 
and grouping Britain, France, the 
Benelux countries. West Germany 
and Italy, is designed as a frame­ 
work for West German rearm a­ 
ment within the NATO structure. 
Canada and the United States are 
in the role of guarantor nations. 
The parley

measures to supervise and control 
German rearmament under such a 
pact. 
West German

sources predicted quick agreement 
before nightfall. 
One Major Hurdle 
The French-German dispute on 
the Saar appeared the only major 
hurdle in the tight ministerial 
schedule. 
Mendes-Franee has said he will 
not ask the French Assembly to 
ratify any agreement on German 
rearmament unless he is satisfied 
on the Saar issue by the end of 
this week. 
Between conferences with allied 
ministers, Adenauer was conduct­ 
ing delicate negotiations with lead­ 
ers of other parties of his coali­ 
tion cabinet in an effort to win 
wide backing for any eventual 
agreement with the French on the 
Saar. 
He also was awaiting the arrival 
of opposition leaders from Bonn to 
see if a German “bi-partisan” pol­ 
icy could be worked out for a 
large scale economic and commer­ 
cial agreement with France.

1. Was he a native Missourian? 
A. No, he adopted Missouri as 
his home while a very young man 
seeking a place for his talents on 
the western frontier. He was born 
July 9, 1808, in Mason County, 
Kentucky, graduating with distinc­ 
tion from Augusta College at 18. 
He studied law and was admitted 
to practice by the state supreme 
court when he came to Missouri in 
1830. He began his long, successful 
law career at Lexington, gaining 
fame for his eloquence. In 1833 he 
moved to Liberty, which he there­ 
after regarded as his home. 
2. How was he involved in the 
Mormon troubles of the 1830’s? 
A. He defended Orrin Rockwell, 
a Mormon who was charged with 
conspiracy to murder Gov. Boggs, 
and in spite of aroused public feel­ 
ing, he obtained a sentence of 
“five minutes in jail” for his cli­ 
ent. Largely through his efforts in 
the legislature Caldwell County 
was organized for the Mormons in 
1836. During the “Mormon War” 
in 1838, he commanded a brigade 
of state militia. When his superior 
officer ordered him to execute 
Joseph Smith, the Mormon leader, 
and others after a court martial, 
he refused, saying such action 
would be cold-blooded murder. 
3. What role did he play in the 
Mexican War? 
A. When the war broke out rn 
1846, he organized the First Regi­ 
ment of Missouri Mounted Volun­ 
teers, and was elected their col­ 


onel. Within a year, these troops 
were to travel 3600 miles by land 
and 2000 miles by water. 
The Clay county colonel and his 
men marched 
to 
New 
Mexico, 
made a treaty with the Navajo In­ 
dians, defeated the Mexicans in 
the battles of Brazito and Sacra­ 
mento and took possession of the 
city of Chihuahu before sailing 
home by way of New Orleans. 
4. What part did he take in civil 
affairs? 
A. He was elected to the Mis­ 
souri legislature in 1836, 1840, and 
1854. He was a delegate to the 
Peace Conference in Washington 
in 1861, and was a member of the 
State Convention of 1861 to de­ 
cide whether Missouri should stay 
in the Union. He was given a com­ 
mission as major general in com­ 
mand of the pro-southern State 
Guard, but returned it. When quiet 
was restored after the Civil War 
he settled at Richmond, Missouri, 
where he lived until his death in 
1887. 
5. What monuments are there to 
his memory? 
A. He was buried at Liberty, 
where a monument marks his 
grave, and in 1918 the State of 
Missouri unveiled a statue in his 
honor on the courthouse lawn at 
Richmond. The county seat of 
Ripley county was named for him 
in 1847. 
6. What is his name? 
A. Alexander William Doniphan.

producing 
at 
the 
rate 
of 
1632 
pounds of seed cotton per acre as 
compared to 1347 pounds also near 
the dividing line but on the side 
which received no fertilizer treat­ 
ment. Based on present fertilizer 
and lint cotton prices this increase 
means that for every dollar spent 
for com m ercial fertilizer about $7 
worth of extra cotton has been pro­ 
duced. Another effect of the ferti­ 
lizer was to hasten the maturity 
.of the cotton. 
It is interesting to note that the 
yield increase where 500 pounds of 
12-12-12 was used appeared to be 
less where only IOO pounds was ap­ 
plied. This result is certainly con­ 
trary to data secured from experi­ 
m ental and demonstration plots in 
form er years. Perhaps the unusual 
season was an influence in bring- 
i ing about this result. 


grown on good Wolf Island commu­ 
nity land. While the land in that

Miss. County Extension Notes 
By R. Q. Brown, Extension Agent 


Several farmers have called re­ 
cently to discuss storage of this 
year’s crop of soybeans. The prin­ 
ciple question of course is, which 
should I do — store or sell? 
During the past ten years the dif­ 
ference in price between the low 
point at harvest time and the high 
point the next season, usually in 
June, has averaged 79 cents per 
bushel. The lowest spread was in 
1949 when the increase was only 
15 cents and the highest in 1947 
when the price jumped to $1.65 per 
bushel. Thus in no year would a 
farmer have lost money by stor­ 
ing soybeans and in most years 
would have 
made a 
very nice 
profit. 
J. M. Ragsdale, Extension Eco­ 
nomist in Marketing, Missouri Col­ 
lege of Agriculture, says that soy­ 
beans prices are not likely to go 
below the support level for any 
length of time this fall. This is in 
spite of this year’s production of 
about 63,000.000 bushels more than 
last year. Ragsdale points to the 
sharp reduction in cotton seed oil 
and meal and dry weather in re­ 
ducing the supply of the principal 
competing products of soybeans. 
Also foreign demand for soybeans 
as w’ell as a good strong domestic 
demand for meal and oil will pre­ 
vent prices from going too low’ dur­ 
ing the peak of harvest. 
"If I were a farmer producing 
beans in considerable quantity," 
says Ragsdale, "and had adequate 
storage space available on t h e 
farm, I would store rather than 
sell at $2.50 per bushel. If I were 
a "reducer of a considerable quan-] 
tity of soybeans and did not have 
the storage space, I would buy, 
space rather than sell when the! 
price got down to the national loan i 
level which is $2.22 per bushel.”

Storage." 


Many black land cotton growers 
tell me that they have not gotten 
the usual response from starter 
amounts of complete fertilizer in 
the row this year. Eugene Ponder 
and sons have a demonstration of 
how profitable returns may be and 
yet not be apparent in observing 
the fields. On the Ponder farm, 
boll counts were made to deter­ 
mine the difference in yields of cot­ 
ton which received no fertilizer 
treatment and cotton in the same 
field which received IOO pounds of 
12-12-12 per acre in the row at 
planting time. Mr Ponder had the 
division line marked but I am sure 
that it would have not been pos­ 
sible for me to have found the 
dividing line by observing the crop. 
However, a boll count showed that 
cotton near the dividing line re­ 
ceiving the fertilizer treatment is 
producing 
at 
the 
rate 
of 
1632 
pounds of seed cotton per acre as 
compared to 1347 pounds also near 
the dividing line but on the side 
which received no fertilizer treat­ 
ment. Based on present fertilizer 
and lint cotton prices this increase 
means that for every dollar spent 
for commercial fertilizer about $7 
worth of extra cotton has been pro­ 
duced. Another effect of the ferti­ 
lizer was to hasten the maturity 
of the cotton. 
It is interesting to note that the 
yield increase where 500 pounds of 
12-12-12 w-as used appeared to be 
less where only IOO pounds was ap­ 
plied. This result is certainly con­ 
trary to data secured from experi­ 
mental and demonstration plots in 
former years. Perhaps the unusual 
season was an influence in bring­ 
ing about this result. 


grown on good Wolf Island commu­ 
nity land. While the land in that 
community has an extremely high 
phosphate 
and 
potash 
content, 
nearly all needs additional 
nitro­ 
gen for top yields of cotton or 
other 
crops. 
The fact that th e 
Thompson land had been in pas­ 
ture two years means that more 
nitrogen had been converted to an 
available form than would have ex­ 
isted if such crops as corn or cot­ 
ton had been grown previously. 
Mr. Thompson planted one bu­ 
shel of Fox cotton seed per acre. 
It was dropped in hills 14 inches 
apart and resulted in an average 
stand of 5 to 6 plants per hill 
which were not thinned This meant 
that there were around 65.000 to 
70.000 plants per acre which is 
nearly twice the county average. 
Tests conducted by the Southeast 
Missouri Experiment Station show 
that cotton yields are not changed 
by varying stands from 20.000 to 
60.000 plants per acre. Further 
more, it appears that in such sea 
sons as the one just past that 80.- 
000 plants per acre are not too 
many. 
Results 
of tests 
made In the 
south end of the county give rea­ 
son to credit part of this good 
yield to the IOO pounds of 12-12-12 
fertilizer tier acre that was applied 
at planting time. Mr. Thompson 
used a rotary hoe on this cotton 
twice while it was small and be­ 
lieves this together with hill drop­ 
ping was a big factor in holding 
the total chopping cost to the low 
amount of $50 on the 13 acres. 


More Inoculated Vetch 
Roy Callahan is one of an in­ 
creasing 
number 
of 
Mississippi 
County farmers who believes that 
it pays to grow vetch. At least he 
tells me that he expects to seed 
more this fall than he seeded a 
year ago. He also says that he 
finds that inoculation is a 
must. 
He tells of seeding uninoculated 
vetch seed a few years ago under 
conditions that should have pro­ 
duced an excellent crop. The stand 
was good but the vetch never had 
the right color and made very 
little growth. 
I believe that vetch seeded dur­ 
ing the first half of October has 
a somewhat better chance than 
that seeded the last half. However, 
I wouldn’t hesitate to seed it up 
to the middle of November if I 
couldn’t get it in earlier.

HEALTH FOR ALL 


T H E “ A N G ELIC ” IN VA LID 
Anyone who has been an invalid 
or who has cared for one knows 
that physical illness can seriously 
a I feet the personality. Especially 
during an illness such as tubercu­ 
losis which may require months of 
treatment, the patient’s behavior 
m a y change so much that he seems 
a different person. Unfortunately, 
he does not always become the 
angelic invalid we read about in 
novels. 


The 
modern doctor thinks 
in 
terms of “ psychomatic medicine.” 
His patient is not a machine with 
parts that need repair, but a whole 
human being. He knows that purely 
physical disarrangements, such as 
fever, can cause temporarily dis­ 
turbed emotions. H<* also knows 
that the way a patient feels about 
his illness may not only keep him 
from 
following prescribed treat­ 
ment. but actually make him worse 
or eause some new physical upset 
to complicate the original illness. 
Uncertainty about himself, his 
future, his family is perhaps most 
difficult for the TH patient to en­ 
dure. Unless he is reassured 
bv 
the attitude of the people around 


him and by learing the facts about 
his disease, he will have to relieve 
the stress of intense anxiety in 
some way. He may do this by giv­ 
ing up adult behavior. 
We may display childish irrita-1 
bility, tantrums, and unreasonable I 
demands. Other patients may re-1 
act as 
submissive, well-behaved 
children. They may become over­ 
dependent on the doctor and on re­ 
ceiving treatment, and resist any 
effort to break tho bonds. Still 
others release their anxiety by be­ 
coming hostile and aggressive, and 
try to hurt themselves and others. 
Tho type of react on. of course, de­ 
pends on the basic and sometimes 
hidden personality traits the sick 
person brings to his new situation. 
By facing the physiologic prob­ 
lems of illness frankly and with 
sympathetic 
understanding, 
t h e 
family of the TB patient can make 
an Important contribution to his 
welfare. Satisfying his mental and 
emotional needs can be just as im­ 
portant as performing the mechan­ 
ical tasks of nursing.
